Need Full 
Insulation 


Although many owners of homes 


of solid brick or masonry con- 
struction believe otherwise, it is 
twice as important to insulate the 
walls of these homes as to insu- 
late the walls of a frame house, 
and four times as important to in- 
sulate the solid walls as the root, 
it was asserted by the Construc- 
tion Research Bureau, New York 
clearing house for building infor- 
mation. 


Studying tests conducted at the 


University of Illinois, the Bureau 
said that 40 per cent of the sea- 
son's fuel can be saved if the ts- 
mch-thick walls of a two-htory 
solid brick or masonry house are 
insulated with 3\ inches of min- 
eral wool between the brick and 
plaster. Insulation of this thick- 
ness in the walls of a frame house 
of the same size saves 19 per cent 
of the fuel

tor of heat than wood 


The tests showed that where lob 


fuel units are required to heat a 
house with unsulated walls 8 inche 
thick, 56 units can be saved with 
full-thick mineral wool, and tha 
even one inch of mineral wool \vil.

Ranch House With Smart Lines, Good Plan 


The smart lines of this ranch-type home em- 


brace a floor plan that offers gracious living 
rooms planned to avoid traffic jams, and related 
sleeping quarters.

sweep of the front elevation makes the house 
appear to hug the ground closelv. Architects 
Cull & Robinson added character by facing the 
exterior at the left of the entrance with white- 
painted brick, the remainder with rough gray 
stone.

The Plan for Super-Government 
! 


Before the people are fully aware of the danger, a de- 


termined campaign is underway to place the entire United 
States under a series of "authorities" which would be beyond 
the control of the 150.000,000 American people. 


At the moment, the Columbia Valley "Authority." re- 


designated "Administration", is the one which is holding the 
headlines, for the reason that a concerted effort is being 
made to iam it through a reluctant congress this year. But 
this according to the plan, is only the beginning. Omnibus 
authority bills have been repeatedly introduced in congress. 
One of them, which is typical, would create, beside the Co- 
lumbia Valley Administration and the existing Tennessee 
Valley Authority, the following: California Authority. South- 
western Authority. Arkansas Valley Authority. Missouri 
Valley Authority." Ohio Valley Authority and an Atlantic 
Seaboard Authority. In addition, the area it would give to 
TVA would be about three times its present size. 


These authorities, judging by TVA and the proposed 


CVA. would each be run by three men, all of whom would be 
appointed by the president, and none of whom would be 
elected by the voters. In other words, 27 men and the presi- 
dent would constitute a super-government, with the whole 
United States as their subjects. 
Whether the 27 would be 


good officials or bad is beside the point—for a pattern of a 
kind which has led to dictatorships in many unhappy lands 
would have been established, and the stage would be all set 
for destroying representative government as we know it. 


If this seems an extreme statement, read the CVA bil 


which is now in the congressional hopper. Under it. the three 
directors would be virtually beyond effective control even 
fay congress. They would have a huge sum of money to use 
in" almost any vvav they desired. They would dominate the 
electric power and the water resources of the region. They 
would have vague and sweeping powers over vast land 
acreage,, and over agriculture. They would be given, directly 
and indirectly, the right to go into many kinds of business 
in competition with our citizens, and their projects would not 
be subject to any taxes other than "contributions they might 
care to make." Of course, taxpayers would put up the money 
to finance their undertakings. 


It is unlikely that the proponents of these schemes will 


press an omnibus bill to create all the authorities at once. 
They know that would cause a storm of protest all over the 
country which they would not weather. So they are seeking 
to take one step at a time—to fasten socialism on us on a 
piecemeal basis. Tf that happens, the end of basic American 
freedoms will be in sight.

ted to start banging in the senate j 
soon after the lawmakers return j 
in January. The democratic leader- 
ship has said it will try for a vote 
then on perhaps the most contro- 
veisial of all the mil rights meas- 
ures — a bill to create a fair em- 
ployment practices commission. 


Mr. Truman made it clear in an 


Armistice Day speech yesterday 
that he hasn't given up his fight 
for the program which split the 
democatic party in 1948 and cost 
him electoral votes of four sou- 
thern states. 


Civil rights laws are needed to 


ovrcome "discrimination and in- 
justice" in the United States, the 
president told The National Con- 
ference Of Christians and Jews at 
a meeting here yesterday. 


"In view of the fundamental 


faith of this country and the clear 
language of the constitution. I do 
not see how we can do otherwise 
than adopt such legislation," Mr.

Rockford, 111.. Nov. 12—(AP) — 


Cal A. Leiser. 21. of Rockford, has 
been fined $500 in the first court 
test of Illinois' new reckless homi- 
cide law. 


A guilty verdict on charges of 


reckless homicide was returned 
against Leiser yesterday by a cir- 
cuit court 3110- of nine men and 
three women. 


Leiser was the duver of a car 


which was involved in an accident 
which took the life of Robert Kin- 
dell of Rockford several months 
ago.The penalty imposed on Leiser 
was the smallest permitted by the 
law. The law provides for a maxi- 
rrum penalty of five years impris- 
onment.

Judge. William R. Dusher told 


the jury at the beginning of the 
trial that they would have to set 
the penalty in case of a conviction. 


The reckless homicide law was 


passed at the last session of the 
state legislature. It provides that 
a. person found responsible for a 
traffic death may be convicted of 
a misdemeanor or a felony, de- 
pending on the nature of the-tase.

If Home Is Well-Conditioned 


Steps to save fuel and money 


<Suring the winter heating season 
fall into three categories, says the 
Construction 
Research 
Bureau, 


New York clearing house for build- 
Ing formation: (1) structural win- 
ter-conditioning; (2) heating plant 
operation: (3) family habits. 


Winter-Conditioning 


Installation of storm windows 


and doors and weatherstnppmg 
will r*ve 12 per cent of the fuel 
Insulation of walls and roof with 
full-thick mineral wool will effect 
a one-third fuel saving. 
Caulking 


all cracks in the siding and around 
windows and doors will save stil 
more fuel. 
Insulation with batt: 


or blankets of mineral wool be 


from the grates every two to six 
veeks. 
Check all doors and op- 


enings occasionally to be sure they 
fit and operate properly. 
Keep 


plenty of fuel m the furnace to 
avoid a thin fire bed. Before add- 
.ng fresh coal, push the top layer 
aside so that red-hot coals can be 
raked back over the new coal to 
burn the gasses. Avoid excessive 
shaking- and poking. 


SIGN OF WASTED HEAT 


Heat is being wasted if the fur- 


nace room and basement is warm- 
er than 70 degrees. 
The loss can 


be avoided by applying insulation 
to the furnace and heat pipes.

Coal Furnace—Clean the ash pit 


daily. Rcmovp ashes and clinkers 


once a month to prevent radiators 
becoming air-bound.
